(Translated from our Manila Exchanges. ) 
A destructive and fearful fire occurred at 
Manila on the night of: tlie 16th September,

shop known'ss Las Modas de Paris, which 
was"on ‘the grdund ‘floor of’ the Hotel de, 


Madrid, in tho street of Escolta, .Accord- 
ing to an inmate in the hotel, - the fire, aa 
soon as it -was discovered, Was. spreading so 
rapidly that the people. in the hotel had 
scarcely time to'escape with a few articles of | 
their immediate necessity, and some of them. 
who coilld not find their way through the. 
stairs hid‘to break a zine partition and 
cross to the neighbouring house, and thence 
tothe street. The fire continued its work of 
dcatruction until the following; houses wore 
reduced to ashes:—Hotel de Madrid, which 
includes the stores Las Modas de Paris, Bota 
de Oro, and Las Novedades, the “Bazar -Es- 
paitol, Martillo de Calero é. hijo, Plitt Dis- 
pensary, Tarachand store, La Barcelonesa 
printing office, the store and house of the 
idow of Gomez, La Campana coffee sa- 

loon, the printing office of Ciudad Condal, 
the Bazar de Luzon; the Borri Brothers’ 
store, part of the house of Mr Gordoncillo, 
and much. damages ‘was also caused tu 
neighbouring houses, | The loss occasioned. 
by this catastropho is estimated to be about. 
one million of dollars, and the several in- 
surance companies which have agencics here 
will have to reimburse, it is’ believed, 
among them the sun of $110,000; the 
Royal alone paying some $55,000.
